Here's one view—as 
presented by Dr, M. L. Cush- 
man, until a few months ago 
professor of education at 
lowa State College.

If it was important that all of 
our school district be able to 
provide an eighth grade educa 
tion 100 years ago, it is just a 
important that all of our dis 
tricts be organized so that they 
can provide high school educa 
tions now 

Yet, school districts in only 20 
percent of lowa can provide a 
high school education Young 
sters from the other 80 percent 
of lowa must attend high schools 
outside their own districts 


Even more disturbing is 
the fact. that our outdated 
system of school districts re- 
sults in higher cost of educa- 
tion—or less educational op- 
portunity, Often both. 


Here's what W. 8S. Theophilus 
of lowa State College learned in 
a recent study of lowa schools 

1. The larger the school, the 
lower the cost per pupi! 

2. As school size increases, the 
quality of education improves 

3. The smaller schools were 
spending 23 percent more money 
per pupil than the largest schools 

and still getting poorer quality 
education. 

And Theophilus concluded that 
it’s easier to improve quality of 
education thru increasing size of 
schools than by increasing the 
amount of money spent

Here are othe! provision of 
the proposed egg candling and

Every person engaged in the 
busine of buying, selling, re 
ceiving or dealing in eggs shall 
obtain a license and furnish bond 
to the state department of agrl- 
culture for each place where such 
busine is conducted 

Produce! who sell eggs pro 
duced by their own flocks will 
not be required to get a license 
or furnish bond 

Hatcheries won't need a license 
or bond if they buy eggs only 
for hatching. Eggs to be used for 
hatching won't have to be 
candled or graded But cases 
containg hatching eggs must be 
marked “hatching eggs” in capl- 
tal letters not less than one inch 
in height 

The annual license fee for egg 
dealers and processors shall be
